Report of the Reconstruciion Co mmitiee.
From the Tribune,

The final repori of the Reconstruetion Com
mittes, which was submitted (o the Benate by
Mr. Fessendien, will command the undivided at.
tention of the country. The great guestion of
the present year is reconstruoction.  To securs
reconstruction on the basia of justice and free-
dom I8 the tnek which the party that conquered
in the campsigns of 1880 and 1864 ha< now to

rfoam, The report of the Reconstruction
Jommitteo is the complete, and, we may say,

the offioml declaration of the primciples which
the Republienn party is bound to earry
through, and in the advocncy of which, we leal
confident, the whole party will soon b n unit,

The report begins with adverting briefly to
the course Lthe Committee found it necessary to
adopt. They had been directed by a resolution
of Congress to inquire into the condition of the
Coniederate States, and report whether they
were entitled to representation in Cougress,
The foymer of these points ndmitted of no dis

ute. The Bouth was in & state ol exhaustion.

jonpress having falled to provide lor the con.
tineoney, the duty ol the President v 0s obvions,
He had no power except 1o excoute vhe laws of
the lond snd to establish, a8 far us he could, n
ayvitem ol government, All his acts were thoae
of & willinry commander, but no authority was
given him by the law vver the subject of recon
strootion,

OUn the meeting of Congress in December, the
President officially announced the organization
of loesl Governments, and urged the readmis.
slon of the late Rebel States, With regard to
thia recommendation, Congress must either have
scted blindly ugon the opinjon of the President,
or proveed to colleot for itsell the necessary in-
formation. The latier courze was chosen. Its
firet duty was to call upon the President for the
informalion in his possession as to what had
been done. The Information, which was not
communicaied untll six weeks after the Com-
mittee bad becn in actual session, appeared to
the Republican members of the Committee in-
complete and unantistactory, Under these cireum-
stances, it appesared that but one course re-
muned, viz., to inyestigate thoroughly nod care-
fully the atate of leeling among the people of
the Southern S'ates, and hence to infer whether
it was safe to readmit them to Congress. To ob-
tain this information the Commtwee had re-
course to the examination of witnesses whoso
position had given them the best means of
forming an accurate judement. The results
ol this examination have been heretolore pub-
lished.

The report of the Committes next proceeds to
examine the clulms of the Sonth for resdmission
to Congress, All discussion of the guestion
whether the recovered Stales are oul of or with-
in the Union, 18 walved, and the report assumes
as beyond dispute that the people of the Rebel
States had in fact withdrawn from the Union
and ma de themselves subjects of another gov-
ernment. The Government of the United Stiates
bhad undoubtedly & right to exact imdemuity for
the injories done, aod seeurity against their re-
currence in the tuture; otherwise the Govern
ment would be powerless for its own protection,
The Government had equally the duty to pro-
tect those in the Sonih who had remained true
and loyal, The Committee was unable to find,
in the informuation obtained, any satisfactory
proof that it was sale to readmit any of the
seceded States to thelr former position in Con-
gress, except, perhaps, the State of Tennessce,

With the evidence before them, it 18 the
opinion of the Committec that the Rebel States
were, ot the close of the war, disorganized com-
munities; that Congress canaot be expected to
recognize as valid the election of men from such
communilies: and that before their admission to
a participation in the Government Congress
must provide such constitutional or other guar-
antees ug will tend to secure the civil rights of
all citizens of the Republic a just equality of
representation, protection against elaims lounded
in rebellion and crime, and, at least, a tempo-
rary restriction of the right of suffrage to men of
undoubted loyalty,

Tne Committee, thercfore, resches the con-
clusion that the go-called Confedekate States ace
not at present entitled to representation in the
Congress of the Uniled Stuies; that bhefore
allowing such representation, adequate security
for future peace and safety should be required;
that this can only be found in such changes of
the organic law as shull determine the eivil
rights and privileges of all citizens in all parts
ol the republic, shall place representstion on
an equitable basis, shall tix a stigmn upon
treason, and prolect the loyal people against
futnre clnims tor the expenses incurred in sup-
poit of rebellion, and for manumitted slaves,
together with an express grant in Conegress to
entoree these provisions. T'o this end they offer
 joint resolution for smending the Conatitution,
aud two several pills designed to curry the same
into elieot. The specltie recommendations sub-
milted to Uongress were the result of mutual con-
cession, after a long and careful comparizon of
conflichog opinions, and the final report has
received the signature of every Republican
member of the Committee except Messrs, Wash-
burne and Blow, who were absent,

The report is very able, and will occupy a
congpicucvs place in the nistory of the Repub-
lienn party. buatever exceptions may be taken
to one or another part, the whole will commend
it=ell Lo the iriends of the Union a8 a conolusive
and admirable summary ol the mensures which
the majority of the party regard as indispen-
sable tor securing the lusting restoration of the

Union, and the trinmph ol the priociples of
Justice and Freedow,

another, were so many millions sacnticed to
British neutrality, The contrioutions which, as
political ventures in a Southern Confederacy, |
were furnished from Fogland in the way ot
arme, clothing, and munitions und materials ol
war, would L:robnh! amount to many millions
more, The Boelish blockade-runners and their
cargoes captured or destroved from the drst to
the last of \he late Rebellion bave been osti- |
mated, we bellvve, ab some thirty odd milhons |
ol dollars in value; and those runners averaged |
four ortive successtul trips each before their
carecr as cartlers and tetchers of Jeif, Davis was
ended, I
Their great templation was *‘Confederate cot-
fon,” the immense profits derived from the ex-
change ol 1t for English gouds paying tor the
loss of a steamer alter two or theee escapes,
But Euglish sympathy with the Rebellion and
English neutrality had also much to do with
this blockade running, as wall s with the Rebel
cotton loan. Those powerful Armstrone suns
found on the Hebel works at Fort Fisher and
labelled as presents from Sir Willinm, and
various other offerings in the way of aid and
comfort, justify the beliel that bul lor British
ssmpathy and neuatrality 1t would not have re-
quired one-hall of the three hundred thonsand
Union soldiere sacrificed to put down this late
so-called Southern Confederacy, The slrong
belief of the Rebels that this British neutrality
muet end 1o an open allisuce with them was of |
itzell equal to millions ol mouey to the Rebel |
chuge, -

We think it not an extravagant opinion that |
ol least one-hall of our present national debt
und Federal taxation may be charged to the
account of British neutrahty, aithough under
the positive requirements of law we may not be
able to enlorce any demand for indemuity ex-
cept for those notorious Anglo-Rebel spoligtions
upon the high seas, In regard to these, how-
ever, our Goverument ought no longer to delay
& positive ult'matum, accoerding to ths example
of Andrew Jacksou touching cerlain French
spoliutions.

He
is u politician run to seed, or 4 desperate adven-
turer who has lost his way, or the rider of a
hotby, “the irrepressible confiict,” that bhas at
inst thrown him.  From the great apostlo of the |
croeades he has fallen to the veriest diplomatic
twaddler. His letter-writing, do-nothing foreign
policy is not the poliey of the present wdminis-
tretion. He may stand gidll, but events move on
1md we must move with them or be switched off
the truck.

A specinl ambassador should be sent to Eng-
lund by President Johnson with a positive de-
mand lordndemnity for those Anglo-Rebel spolis-
tions upon American commerce, We do not
want anowher volume of correspondence from
Mr, Seward on the subjecl, Spare us that intlie-
tion.

The Mexican Estafette statds; hi & recent lnsue,
that of two thousand immigrants who had come
to Mexico for the purpose of establishing
colenies there, in aocordsnce with publsied
Inducenenia of agents of the Imperial Govern.
ment, ouly sbout one hundred had received

_ 9f Ireland, whoso sons, on every fleld of the late war

rapts of land, It is stated elsewhere that the

bulk of (hese immigrants, who are moslly from
the Bouthern Btales, are in the neighborhood
of Ozizaba in o destitute condition.

We bave repeatedly advised our Sewthorn
friends to stay at home and develop ghe re-
sources of thelr own tertile and mugaitieent
country, nud warned them against lendiog too
regdy an enr to tne spductive promises of the
colonization agents. It wao evident, o those
who know anything ol Mexican affairs, that
Maximihian's Governmont wae in no condition
to lurnish tansportation to the colonists, much
less to ndvance them the capital necesssry to
estnbMah themselves in business. And whon we
have seen, as wo_often huve, promlsing young
mew Investing their last dollar in purchast
transpertation o Vern Croz, firmly persundod
that, on their arrival st their destination, their
expgnses would be relinbursed, that land would
be pranted them, and that enficient sapital
wouid be advanced to them to epable ther ko
ccmmence operntions with a fair cbance of
success, we conld not repress a sigh of regret
over energics misapplied and hopes destined to
prove illusary.

It would be foreign to our prosent pu » to
discuss the question as to who is rl\npnnqlhlo for
the misrepresentations of which these people
heve been mpde the vietims. Whether the
faultl tes with the authorized agents of Maxi
mitian, or with ontslde speculators who dazzled
the imagination of these colonists with promises
as delu=sive us they were splendid, I8 practically
unimpotrtent. What we desire 18 to warn the
Southern people aguingr haedless emigration to
Mexico. ror those that are there we leel the
livellest sympathy. Strancers in s stranee laud,
disliked by one party, and distrusted by the
¢lher, without resources, ienorant, eenerally,
of the languoge o1 the couniry, and «xposed to
the dendly discases which scourge the coast
duripg the summer and fall, their position
would seem 1o be desperate— [ar more desperate
than it eonld by any pos=ibility be st home.

There they were nt least surrounded by
iriends, and there was nlwnys the chanee that
energy and patient indostry might retrieve
The toll they wounld
have to vndergo in Mexico would prove more
surely remunerative at home, and they would
be cheered and encouraged by the sympaths ol
their kinemen, thelr fricnds, and their neigh.
bore. The noble hearted Hampton gave ex-
cellent adyice to his people when {m urged them
to stand by their homes and their State, and
we eamestly commend his wise and patrioune
coungel 1o the consideration of those who con-
template emigeation to Mexico. It is eminently
